REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent. of Schools 


To the School Board of the Town of Weare: 


I herewith submit my first annual report. It cannot be 
for a full year, for my services did not begin until August 
Ist, 1922. 

Seven elementary schools have been in session since 
the opening of the school year. January 16 Riverdale had 
to be added tothe list. The total enrollment is 145. All 
teachers in these schools, with one exception, have had 
previous experience. This is a movement in the right di- 
rection, which I trust will continue. 


THE AIMS OF EDUCATION 


The general aims of Education is, to train all children 
in those qualities of life and character which will make 
them good and efficient citizens in the community, state 
and nation. 

The specific aims are, to develop in the child: 

1, Ability to earn his own living. © 
2. Willingness contribute to the welfare of others. 
3. A knowledge of how to use his leisure. 

A knowledge of how to care for his health. 

All the efforts put forth by those concerned must be 
directed toward these ends. The school that does not, in 
some way, approximate toward a realization of these aims, 
is not properly functioning asa school at the present time. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


In general, the buildings are in good repair and suffii- 
cient in number and furnishings to care for the children in 
the different sections. 

I recommend, that certain trees be removed from the 
South Weare school yard, so that the school room may be 
better lighted. We cannot justify the presence of trees, 
when it comes to a question of our childrens’ eysight. 

Four of the buildings need minor repairs, mostly in 
the sheds and toilets. This matter is one of sanitary and 
moral importance. 


TEXT BOOKS 


The text book problem has been a very difficult one to ' 
handle. A considerable part of the trouble was removed 
by the sale of a large number of books which long ago had 
passed their period of usefulness. 

I shall not recommend this year the purchase of the 
regular number of new books, but request that a corres- 
pondingly larger sum be appropriated for the purchase of 
up-to-date new books next year. Good text books add 
greatly to the efficiency of good teaching, especially in the 
rural schools. : 

I recommend, that Weare now follow the usual cus- 
tom and drop the public graduation from the 8th grade. 
Real graduation comes in graduation from the High School. 
[t would, however, be entirely appropriate for each graded 
school, in a purely local manner, to recognize, with fitting 
exercises, the completion of the work of the 8th grade. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The necessity of a High School education is now gen- 
erally recognized by all classes. The people of Weare de- 
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serve a great deal of praise in that they have not only rec- 
ognized this fact, but have gone further and provided their 
own High School for their children. | 

For the first time, three teachers have been employed. 
They are doing the full four years’ work and are leading 
the young people in all their activities. 

Forty-three pupils are enrolled, thirteen in the first 
graduating class. The school is recognized in the state 
and in the county at large as a conspicuous example of 
what a rural town, of limited resources, can accomplish in 
providing educational opportunity for her children. 

Without question, the school has outgrown its present 
quarters; in fact, its growth has surpassed the expectations 
of its founders and loyal supporters. The need of a new 
building is therefore imperative. Sucha building should 
provide, not only adequate class rooms, laboratories, work 
shops, etc., but also a community room that could be used 
for indoor games and large public gatherings. Further 
provision should be made for a community field, suitable 
for base ball and all other outdoor games. 

I recommend, that the School Board take such action 
as seems best to investigate and promote the project fora 
new building for the High School. 

I also recommend, that a sum of money be appropri- 
ated from the general funds for the expenses of the High 
School graduation, such expenditure to be determined by 


the School Board. 
My records show a total of 85 visits to the Weare 


schools. 
In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of the 


courtesy and cooperation of the School Board and of all the 
teachers and also of the community.
